THE CAMPAIGN 


Senator Harming states that If elect-

*?ement of the merchant marine ai 
will place the American flag once more 
in ill the ports of the world. The mer- 
chant marine Is the last thing that 
Senator Harding or any republican can 
afford to discuss. Jf the party's policy 
ID the future in retard to our merchant 
marine Is to be judged from Its action 
in the past, the United States would 
'soon have no such thing as a merchant 
marine If the G. O. P. were placed in 
control of the government. 


The act of tho republican congress to 


regulate the operation of the merchant 
marine, makes success impossible. The 
American ships could not compete with 
those of other nations on the condi- 
tions laid down in that law. The fact 
that we had no merchant marine when 
the war opened was entirely due to

•geraent of tho merchant marine as 
will place the American flag once mor« 
In all the ports of tho world. The mer- 
chant marine Is the last thing that 
Senator Harding or any republican can 
afford to discuss.
